AMENDING THE TARIFF. 
Mr. Burchard, of Hlinois, by way 
ing the whole subject before the Committee 
of Ways and Meats, of which he is a mem- 
ber, introduced a bill in the House on the 
22d of January, “ to reduce the duties on im- 
ports and to éqaalize their burdens.” The 
bill is an elaborate one, but hardly such a 
bill as Mr. Burchard or any other friend of 
Revenue Reform expects to pass, It is, how- 
ever, well arranged as a‘schome to Dring the 
whole question before Congress and the 
country, and is ene upon which the Com mit- 
tee can act, item by item. 
The difficulties of legislation upon the tar 
iff consist. mainly In the fact that it is a 
schedule of taxes arranged not with refer- 
ence to revenue, nor upon any principle, nor 
with any pretence to consistency, With the 
exception of the tax on tea and coffee, silks, 
wines, spices; and a few other things, the 
whole tariff is a scheme of special legisia- 
tion. each item prepared aod fashioned by, 
and enacted for, the special benefit of some 
ene or more persons or corporations. We 
suppose that there are 100 items of taxation 
in the law, each of which was put there for 
the exclusive benefit of not more than one 
"Person or corporation. Any proposition te, 
reform or amend this extraordinary system 
is iustantly opposed by the 
interested, and our tariff, 
of being an act of general legisiffion 
intended to raise revenue, is in fact law 
granting special bounties to the interests 
therein named. The Government, under the 
existing tariff, goes into partnership with 
the owner of a nickel mine in Pennsylwania 
to tax the people of the United 8 
cent oh all the nickel they use. Of dhis tax 
the Government receives probably 2 per dent. 
and the owner of the mine 38 per cent; and a 
law made up of items of this kind, many of 
them far more outrageous than this, is the 
thing which is called a tariff. No law equal-
